MANCHESTER, Ky., March 23.—Sheriff 
Lloyd Walker of Clay County declares 
that the family feud which has made this 
sequestered county a battleground for § 
years, is ended. As Walker is the man 
who ended the feud, his opinion has weight. 
“There never has been réally but one 
feud-in Clay County,’’ said the young sher- 
iff today, in his general store at Manches- 
ter. ‘“‘That is the White-Garrard feud. Al] 


this one. The Baker-Howard feud and the 
Philpot-Griffin affair were in a certain 
sense branches or offshoots of the White- 
Garrard quarrel.”’ 

Offshoots is a good word to use in Clay 
County. Any word with a shoot to itis a 
good word here—it describes, it suggests, 
it tells tales. Up in Missourl we say, “I 
fired three shots.’ Down here in this part 
of Kentucky they say, “I fired three 
shoots."” The difference between a shot and 
a shoot is the difference between safety 
and sudden death. There has been so 
much shooting the shoots around here that 


two evils—dull ennul, or sharp target prac- | 
tice that serves to enliven the solitude. The 
boys, like the buds, shoot early; some of 
them shoot often; all shoot shoots, not 
ordinary shots. 

The White-Garrard feud began so far 
back that the present leaders wot not of 
its origin. Some say that the trial of one 
Dr. Abner Baker, 55 years ago, for the 
murder of his wife’s paramour, started 
the hatred between the Whites and the 
Garrards. Both familles were concerned 
to some extent in the trial, which resulted 
in conviction. 

The tree to which Dr. Baker was legally 
hanged is still pointed out to the Man- 
chester visitor. he male population uses 
it as a rifle and revolver target. This, 
however, is no distinction for a Clay 
County tree. On top of Horse Creek hill, 
on the rocky road from London to Man- 
chester, nearly every prominent tree for 
half a mile is a scarred veteran of sun- 
dry shoots shot into it from the weapons 
of feudists who, pausing to let their horses 
rest, put in the time improving their marks- 
manship. 

How Politics Entered 

Into the Feud. 

Latterly the feud is of political color. 
The Whites are Republicans. The Garrards 
are Democrats. Clay County has _ 14,000 
population and 1100 Republican majority. 
For many years the White family,living at 
the county seat, Manchester, the only town 
In the county, have held or controlled 
most of the county offices. Some of the 
Garrards have had political ambitions and 
have sought office. 

Some years ago Gilbert Garrard announc- | 
ed his candidacy for sheriff against Will E. 
White. The Philpots, one of the most num- 
erous families in the county, had a grudge 
against the Whites. Though Republicans, 
the Philpots supported Garrard for sheriff. 
Hie came within 140 votes of election. Later 
tilbert Garrard and his wife were ambush- 
ed while on their way to teach a Sunday 


school class. Both received bullets in their 
clothing, but escaped unhurt. Gilbert Gar- |

The Howards and the Bakers both fol- 
lowed the logging business, cutting poplar | 
logs on the mountains, ‘snaking’ them 
down to the creek beds, rafting them to- 
gether and awaiting the spring freshets, 
at which time they were able to float their 
logs down to the larger streams and to 
the Bawmill market. The Howards and 
Bakers got into trouble over a few logs. 
It amounted to a few dollars and a lar 
number of deaths. When a Baker would 
et into jail for shootl a Howard, the 
Garrards would sign his bond. This made 
The Bakers friends for life of the Gar- 
rards. The Whites would similarly be- 
friend the Howards. with similar results.

The 
Garrards were there to sign the bonds of 
five men arrested for murder.

4A Desire to Pass the Necessary Ap- 
propriations Bill) All That Kept 
Them From Passing the Crum- 
8 packer Bill Last Session. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Republican 
congressmen are getting worried over the 
disfranchisement of the negroes. As long 
as it was confined to the South there was 
not so much objection as the Republicans 
rarely if ever elected a congressman except 
perhaps in North Carolina, but now Mary- 
land has followed the action of the Caroll- 
nas and other southern states and Mark 
Hanna's co-patriots fear other border stales 
may follow the example of Gorman’s balli- 
wick. 

The fear of negro domination is a press- 
ing one in the South, and many good Re- 
publicans in Congress have looked with 
somewhat lenient eves on the southern way 
of disfranchiseiment. in eac case there 
was an effort to keep well within the lines 
of the law. but in several instances, nota- 
bly in North Carolina, the work of dis- 
franchisement was carried out in such a 
Way as to affect the negroes, and not the 
ignorant whites. There and in some other 
states the right of suffrage is made de- 
endent upon the hereditary possession of 
ntelligence, or, in other words, @ man 
cannot vote if his father could not read, 

Republicans in Congress are casting about 
to sce what they can do to put_a stop to 
this and particularly to prevent such an 
attack. 

The most natural and, In fact, the sim- 
plest remedy, is to reduce the apportion- 
ment of representatives in Congress and 
of electors in those states which deprive 
the negro of the right of voting. The power 
of Congress to do this is beyond all ques- 
tion, as it was established by the Four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution. The 
amendment was passed for the express pur- | 
pose of preventing the southern states from 
doing the ray | they are now attempting 
to do. Section II of the Fourteenth amend- 
ment reads as follows: 

“Representatives shall be apportioned 
among the several states according to their 
respective numbers, counting the whole 
number of persons in each state, excluding 
Midians not taxed. But when the right to 
vote at any election for the choice of elect- 
ore for President and vice-president of the 
United States, representatives in Congress, 
the executive and judicial officers of the 
state, or the members of the Legislature 
thereof, is denied to any of the male inhab- 
itants of such state, being 21 vears of age. 
and citizens of the United States, or in any 
way abridged, except for participation in 
rebellion or other crime, the basis of repre- 
Sentation therein shall be reduced on the 
proportion which the number of such male 
citizens shall bear to the whole number of 
male citizens 21 years of age in such state.’ 

Under this section of the constitution it is 
not necessary that the disfranchisement 
should be on account of “race, color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude,’ as is neces- 
Bary for action under the firteenth amenda- 
ment. On the contrary, Congress merely 
has to determine for itself to what: extent 
men are prevented trom voting, whether on 
educational or property or other test 

Representative Crumpacker of Valpar- 
aiso, Ind., Introduéed a bill to do this very 
thing, but it was not eonsidered wise to | 
ress it at the session just closed, because 
t would interfere with the passage of any 
apportionment bill, At the next. session, 
however, there is no limitation of time upon 
Congress, and it is the purpose of several 
of the Republican leaders to take up the 
disfranchisement question then 

It is belleved that if the southern states 
find themselves cut off from members of 
the House and from their normal share in 
the election of a President they will speed- 
ily repeal the laws which have become so 
ny ty ad in every state where the negro vote 
San important political factor, 

South Carolina has been one of the plo- 
neer states of the ltnion in the matter of 
election laws doing away with the predom- 
inant negro vote. In 18% the constitutional! 
convention was held and a suffrage clause 
was adopted which effectively relegated ta 
the rear the negro votes, and today there | 
are not more than 15,000 negroes registered | 
in the state. The suffrage laws of this . 
state have been through the mill of the 
United States courts and have stood all 
tests. Today they are the model upon | 
which other states are basing like pro- | 
visions. 

The qualifications of suffrage settled down 
to educational qualifications or propert 

valifications, and today and hencefort 
these are the buckbone elements of the 
suffrage laws in ihis state. 

As the thing stands education is the only 
hope the negro has of ever rising to a po- 
sition of political power in South Carolina. 
The negroes, practically all. of whom are: 
Republicans, get a good share of the federal} 
patronage and do not worry beyond that. 

North Carolina has a law disfranchising 
ignorant biacks but not illiterate whites. 
In Mississippi all illitemates are disfran- | 
chised. Georgia has done nothing vet al-

RAISING MACARONI WHEAT 


Russian Farmers in the Northwest Are 
Soon to Have a Market for 
Their Product. 


YANKTON, 8S. D., March 23.—The Rus- 
Sians in South Dakota are rejoicing over 
the prospect of soon having a market for 
their macaroni wheat. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson announced recently that 


his department would import a variety of 
wheat from Russia sulitabie for the making 
of macaroni and make the experiment ot 
raising it in the United States. The Ger- 
man-Russians of this section have been 
raising macaroni wheat for 25 years and 
have demonstrated that it can be succe#s- 
fully produced here. They call it arnout 
wheat. The kernel is larger than that of 
the ordinary wheat and it ts of a lighter 
color. The original seed was brought from 
Russia at the time the German-Hussians 
emigrated to the United States. The yield 
is from 50 to 75 per cent greater than that 
of any other variety of wheat they have 
tried, in some cases reaching as high as 
75 bushels to the acre. It has not been 
extensively cultivated of late years, how- 
eve;, as there has been no market for it, 
the elevators refusing to buy it and the 
local mills finding it too hard for grinding 
purposes. What has been raised has been 
used to feed stock.

Memphis Stands a-Wery Good Show to

MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 23.—On April 11 
@nd 12 the Mississippi river commission wil] 
hold a meeting in this city. 

This is the first announcement that has 
yet been made of the coming meetine, 
Which was secured through the influence of 
Jerome Hill while recently in New York 
City, aid through the courtesy of Gen. Gil- 
lespie, who is chairman of the commission. 

Yesterday morning (Col. Hill sent a cable- 
Sram to President McKellar of the Mem- 
Phis Merchants’ Iexchange notifying him 
that the meeting would be held in Mem- 
phis on the dates above. Secretary Nat 
Graves of the exchange was also notified 
of the meeting and the directors will avo 
doubt tuke some action in regard to it. 

Col. Hill has given new encouragement 
to the people who have worked faithfully 
to secure the offices of the commission in 
this city. He was a member of the com- 
mittee which went to Washington to invite 
President McKinley to visit 3 emphis, and 
from that city Col. Hill went on to’ New 
York. While there he visited Gen. Gilles- 
pie. The chairman of the Mississippi river 
commission is one of the best-advised men 
in the United States as to the condition 
of the river which is under his charge, and 
has looked after his trust with great care 
during the years of his management. Gen. 
Gillesple is a native Tennesseean, and is 
Gistantly related to Col. Hill. 

In speaking of his recent interview Col. 
Hill says Gen. Gillespie has romised 
that the meeting will be held fn empins 
and that the commission will listen to any 
reasons that Memphis people have to ad-

Instead, 
the department will, through an intimation 
of its resident engineer in the district 
where the work is proposed, permit the 
companies to go ahead with the work of 
boring Into the beds of lake and gulf and 
so long as it does not interfere with navi- 
gation and cause complaints from those 
operating crafts in the waters, the depart- 
ment will také no action. It will, how- 
ever, refuse at this time to permit the 
construction of docks or piers unless defi- 
nite plans are made known to the depart- 
ment with an oppertunity for minute in- 
vestigation.

It Was Erected by American 
Workmen Sent There. 


THE COST WAS ABOUT $700,000 


FIVE HUNDRED TONS OF METAi 


WERE USED IN THE WORK. 


The Viaduct as Completed Is 2260 Feet 
Long and 320 Feet High in 
the Center. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 23.—The Penn- 
sylvania Steel Co. has recently completed 
a monster viaduct across the Gokteik gorge 
in India. This work is remarkable not only 
because it is the largest of its kind in the 
world. but also because it 1s a colossal 
monument to the enterprise of American 
bridge builders, through whose work a 4d 
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rect road has been opened from Rangoon, | 


the seaport of Burmah, to China. The con- 
tract was obtained from the British gov- 
ernment, which had invited and obtained 
bids from some of the best known concerns 
in the world. The gorge which is spanned 
by the bridge is a great rift in the 
hills of Burmah, the rocky borders of which 
resemble in many respects the Palisades of 
the Hudson. The gorge is about 150 miles 
Inland from Rangoon and 
from Mandalay.

They are accus- 
tomed to the advantages of city life, but 
have foregone many of these in order to 
live at Webster Groves. With some of 
the modern improvements, such as I have 
outlined, it would be an ideal residence 
district and the number of beautiful homes 
would multiply astonishingly. 

The improvements contemplated could be 
paid for partially out of the current rev- 
enues and partially by issuing bonds.

A $100,000 Treasury War- 
rant Given T'o Spain. 


CEREMONY WAS _ IMPRESSIVE 


SPANISH MINISTER IN SOLEMN 
CONFERENCE WITH MR. HAY. 


Final Act in the Negotiations Arising 
From the Spanish-American War 
Closed at Washington Sat- 
urday. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—The Spanish 
minister, Duc d’Arcos, today received from 
Secretary Hay a treasury warrant for $100,- 
000 and the United States received the final 
cession of “any and all islands of the 
Philippine archipelago lying outside of the 
line described in article 3 of the treaty of 
peace between Spain and the United States 
of December 19, 1898.’ 

At the same time a protocol was signed 
by Mr. Hay and Due d’Arcos, exchanging 


ratifications of the treaty of cession. The 
specific purpose of the transaction is to 
add the isiands of Cagayan-Sulu and Sibitu 
to the possessions of the United States. 

The ceremony attending the exchange of 
the ratifications and the payment of $100,- 
000 warrant was an interesting one. The 
Duc d’Arcos arrived at the state depart- 
ment at 10 o'clock. He had with him the 
Spanish version of the treaty, handsomely 
engrossed and bearing the signature of the 
Queen Regent of Spain and the Spanish 
royal seal. Mr. Hay joined the minisjer in 
the diplomatic room. The officials long in 
charge of the execution of treaties and rat- 
ifications were called in. The American 
text of the treaty, bearing the signature cf 
President’McKinley to the ratification, al- 
ready had been prepared. The Queen Re- 
gent's ratification was handed to Mr. Hay, 
and he in turn presented Duc d’Arcos with 
the ratification executed by. President Mc- 
Kinley. The treaties in each case were 
handsomely bound, that of Spain being in 
red, with the royal arms in gold, while 
America’s was bound in dark blue, bear- 
ing the national coat of arms. 

A brief protocol was then signed. It re- 
cited the formalities of ratification of the 
treaty, signed at Washington Nov. 7, 1900, 
providing for the cession of any and all 
islands of the Philippine archipelago, etc. 
The treasury warrant for $100, had been 
prepared in advance, and was handed to 
the Spanish minister. There was an ¢x- 
change of felicitations over the close of the 
transaction, and Duc d'Arcos retired with 
his $100,000 warrant and the ratification 
treaty.

The essayist explained her use of ‘'Cesar’’ 
as meaning government, by whatever name 
the power be wielded; and gave many lil- 
lustrations of governments and ‘the revolt 
against imposed revenue taxes. England's 
whole history is the story of a nation's 
Struggle for self-control, in the way of tax- 
ation. France has learned much in the way 
of assessing, collecting and distributing 
public money for the public good. With leas 
than half the tax of New York, the resi- 
dents receive clean streets, brilfantly 
lighted by night, an abundance of good wea- 
ter for all purposes, security of life and 
mah under an admirable system of trained 
police.

Were “protection and free trade, mort- 
ages, income tax and the sihgle tax''+ 
uring ‘which It was stated that ‘‘taxa- 
tion is a test of manhood, but human na- 
ture, being what it is, ought -not to have 
its endurance too severely strained.”’ 

As Americans, we, through our represen- 
tatives, impose upon ourselves certain 
taxes for the public welfare; still evasion 
of taxation is common, even perjury is 
tolerated, the public conscience jis no long- 
er sensitive. 

As individuals and as a nation we should 
work out in daily living the injunction to 
render unto Cesar the thin that are 
©esar's, tribute to whom tribute is due, 
honor to whom honor, custom to whom 
custom—and to owe no man anything. 

At the last regular meeting of the edu- 
cation section Mrs. Barstow read a paper 
on “The Passing Away of Accomplish- 
ments.’’ The essayist thought that the 
century just passed had not done much 
for art. It was stated that the study of 
music should begin at an early age and 
should be made a pleasure rather than a 
task. Labor is necessary as well as gen- 
jus. Each supplements the other—they 
must go hand in hand. Nature supplies 
the materials, but application is also im- 
portagt. Music developes the spiritual in 
man. Superficial accomplishments are 
passing away, but more thorough knowl- 
edge is taking their place. 

Mrs. Chase said that formerly brilliant 
technique was the chief aim, while now, 
underlying principles must be understood. 
Music is the natural method of self-ex- 
pression. 

Mrs. Chase introduced Miss Boise, an ¢x- 
ponent of the Cady system. Miss Boise 
said music is an idea invelvin melody, 
rhythm and harmony. The child should be 
given a definite idea. His consciousness 
should be awakened to the spirit of song. 

He must think music, not merely think 
about it. He should fit words to melody. 
Melody is the idea. Rhythm Is the expres- 
sion of melody; freedom in action follows 
naturally. 

Miss Boise used the word pulse instead of 
beat—the former implying relation. 

The child should be left to discover. Tell- 
ing is not teaching. Music is language for 
the expression of Tacas through tune.

A political kingdom was set up at Jeffer- 
son City during the session of the Forty- 
first Missouri General Assembly. The un- 
disputed ruler was Senator John F. Morton 
of Ray County. 

This man dictated legislation, and his 
influence was dominant from the time the 
assembly convened until the closing hour 
of official duty. His name was a synonym 
of power, of magnetism and of masterful 
diplomacy. His physical activity was tire- 
less; his brain never ceased to evolve ideas 
for the promotion of his own and the plans 
of others; his efforts recorded no defeat. 

A member of the lower House called 
Morton the “King of the Senate.” This 
distinction was established, but the Senate 


was not the limit of his domain. His pol- 
ished shrewdness extended to both branches 
of the Legislature, and he found outside 
the latchstring to the executive depart- 
ments. 

Senator Morton is not a new Missouri 
character, but his legislative achievements 
are of recent birth. Hie is without the 
aspirations of a Quay or a Platt, and he 
would abhor the ideals of Crokerism. 
though his control of men in the capitol of 
Missouri is probably greater than that ex- 
ercised by these political bosses in their 
respective states. 

Hie would try, he says, for a seat in the 
National Congress. but he prefers the do- 
mesticity of Jefferson City to the wear and 
tear of Washington Iffe. 

Overshadowing other prospective public 
honors, his friends say he has a higher and 

reater desire for wanting to return to Jet- 
erson City two years hence. It is to name 
the next United States senator from Mis- 
eour;rl,

not arrogant and his strategy lacks over- 
bearing tactics. He delivers his orders with

if defeat should avpear inevitable he is 
ust as cheerful and enthusiastic as when 
acing a great triumph. Indecision is not 
a feature of his character. He is “‘cold- 
blooded,”’ but not heartless. 

“Go home, madam,”’ he said to a young 
woman who had sat wistfully in the Sen- 
ate vestibule day after day for a month; 
“your bill is dead."’ 

The personality of the man is intereet- 
ing. is face is so solemn that it is a relief 
to see him smile. His forehead is intellec- 
tual; his eyes small and black and denoting 
determination; the chin is prominent and 
the mouth, partly hidden by a youthful 
mustache, seems half sneering when in 
natural repose.

A PLANT THAT 


KILLS FLIES AND EATS. 


9 BARLY everybody has read or heard 
of the Venus fiy-trap—the Dionaca 
muscipula of scientific botany—andg 
ef the extraordinary sensitiveness of its 
jeaves, so delicately constructed that if a 
fly or insect lights upon one, the leaf closes 
upon itself and so imprisons the unhappy 
insect, killing end. actually eating it, for 
that the insect really nourishes the plant 
has been shown by comparative study; de- 
prived’ of its insect food it fails always to 
attain its best development. 
‘The Venus fiy-trap is only one out of a 
paniber of insectivorous plants, a careful 
etudy of which has been made recently by 
Dr. Fowler, professor of botany in Queen's 
College, Ontario. 

These insectivorous plants are interest- 
ing as an illustration of the scientific fact 
thet between the animal and vegetable 

there is really more in common 
than if generally supposed; their insect 
food, although the fact was .for a long 
time unfécognized, is now known to be a 
necessary .part of their life. 

The biadderwort, for example, is familiar 
to frequenters of ponds and slow streams, 
from Newfoundland to Texas, 4nd is now 
known ‘to use the smal! bladders, from 
which it derives its name, for another pur- 
pose than that of floating itself to .the sur- 
dace of the water in which it lives. The lit- 
tle bladders, common to the inland com- 
mon bdladderwort and the purple bladder- 
wort-—which last is generally found near

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| LADY HODGSON’S STORY 
OF THE 


WAR FOR THE GOLD STOOL ~* 


ADY HODGBON, wife of Sir Francis 

4 Hodgson; British governor of the 

Gold Coast of Affica, has just writ- 

ten an account of her connection with the 

battle for the gold stool, the emblem of 
Ashant| sovereignty. 

While the attention of the world was di- 
rected to the war in China and South 
Africa last year the British were enjoying 
a litle war ‘“‘on the side’’ in Ashanti to 
which no one paid much attention in the 
outer world, but which was exceedingly in- 
teresting for those engaged in it. 

Sir Francis Hodgson went up to Kumasi, 
the Ashanti capital, with a small escort, 
and took his wife along. He wanted to get 
hold of King Prempeh’s golden stool, for as 
long as that stool remafna in the ancient 
African kingdom the people of Ashanti will 
never be contented subjects of the British 
crown. 

When the British captured old King Prem- 
peh and took him away they failed to get 
the golden stool, which some of the chiefs 
had hidden. Sir Francis had an idea that 
he could wheedle the symbol! of royalty out 
of the Ashantis, but he found out his mis- 
take, and in going to Kumasi really walked 
into a trap. 


After being besieged with several hundred 
faithful natives from April 1 to June 28, He 
took a part of his force and, sallying out 
from the city, fougwt his way to the coast. 
Lady Hodgson shared all the perils and 
privations of the siege and the march to the 
coast. The book which she has written 
about it reads like a romantic tale of ad- 
venture, and is as full of stirring incidents 
and of battle, murder and sudden death as 
any work of fiction. 

Sir Francis left Accra, on the coast, on 
March 13, and arrived at the Ashanti cap!l- 
tal twelve days later. There were native 
loyal troops at Kumasi, and others joined 
the governor there. The Government House 
was pretty well fortified, and so was a part 
of the town. 

Sir Francis proceeded to hold a palaver 
with the “kings’’ and chiefs who had as- 
sembled to meet him. He told them that 
the golden stool should henceforth be the 
property of the Queen of England as a 
symbol of her supremacy over Ashanti. 

This announcement apparently was re- 
ceived with perfect satisfaction and ac- 
quiescence. But there was trouble ahead. 
which had been simmering since the de- 
portation of King Prempeh, whén malcon- 
tent Ashanti chiefs took an oath that they 
would fight at the first opportune time. 
According to the Ashanti code of honor, if 
a big man, such as a king or chief, is taken 
prisoner without blood being shed, the fight- 
ing men of the tribe are disgraced in the 
eyes of the people and put under the ban 
until they can right themselves by warilke 
deeds. No blood had been shed in the tak- 
ing of Prempéh, which the Ashantis re- 
garded as having been unfairly brought 
about by the English. 

After the palaver the chiefs departed, pro- 
fessedly to go and get the golden stool. But 
they really went to gather their followers, 
and a few days after their departure Ku- 
masi was besieged by an army of fierce 
warriors. Had the governor been tearned 
in fetish lore, he would have known that @ 
rising had been planned,-for all along the 
road to the Ashanti capital the natives had 
prepared “bad fetishes.” There were fowls 
spitt open while still alive and laid on 
fetish stones, strings of eggs fantastically 
entwined about fetish houses and knolls of 
earth resembling graves projecting into the 
roadway, signifying that the English would 
find graves in Ashanti. The natives at first 


town. but were beaten off and sat down to 
starve out the garrison. 

Lady Hodgson says: 

“Night after night | was terrified by the 
noise of drumming in the rebel camps. At 
times I could hear in the stillness the weird 
sound of a horn, which, blown In one camp, 
would be answered in the next, and thus 
echoed from camp to camp until the sound 
died away in the distance. The loyal kings 
and chiefs would tell us that the drums 
were. beating out exultation and defiance, 
and with anxious faces would beg the gov- 
ernor to hurry up troops to our aid. But 
how could this be done’ An Soe de- 
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good news was always believed and the day 
was brighter and happier for it. The bad 
news we always sought to minimize.” 

Some of the garrison were killed by the 
fire of the besiegers and some died of dis- 
ease. There seemed to be no way of get- 
ting word to the coast of their predicament 
and things looked black indeed. In the’ 
midst of misery and death, and with actual 
extinction by hurt staring them fn the 
face, the besieged found heart to be cheer- 
ful, and each white man encouraged the rest 
and the loyal Agshantis to hope on, hope 
ever, with a dog determination not to 
say die.

After a Period of Disorder and Lawlessness 


a Government Was Organized in the St. 
Suburb Which, the Promoters Claim, 


Model for All 
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Y EBSTHR GROVES, MO., does not 
claim to be Utopia, but it does 


claim to have one of the best city 


governments om earth. It claims to operate 


_this government at the smallest possible 


ily 


cost and at the greatest convenience to cit!- 
gens. It is essentially a city of homes—its 
population is between 5500 and 6000—and 
many of its chief citizens are business men 
of St. Louls. The town is operated at an 
annual expense of $14,000—about $2.33 per in- 
habitant. Ita mayor and eight aldermen 
serve without pay and have always done 
so. They give the town a business adminis- 
tration without direct profit to themselves, 
with the express desire that Webster 
Groves shall always maintain its reputation 
as one of the choicest places of residence 
in Missouri or the whole country. 


Webster Groves is located in 8t. Louls 
County, 10 miles from St. Louis. It is on 


the Missouri Pacific Rallroad and the Kirk- 
wood branch of the Suburban electric line. 
Tt aleo has a branch of the Houseman line, 
via De Hodiamont. It is one of the oldest 
suburbe of this city and one of the most 


populous. 


The only mayor the town ever had is W. 
BS. Fleming of the firm of Fleming & Hoch, 
Gruggiste, at 1701 Washington avenue, St. 
Leouls. He has been mayor five years—one 
year by appojntment and twice by election. 
He thus tells of the birth of his city and of 
its present administration: 


By W. S. FLEMING. 
HB city government of Webster 
T Groves was born of many trials and 
tribulations. For 13 years we labored 
to have the town incorporated. We suc- 
ececeded in April, 1896. 

I doubt if ever a village existed so long 
without an organized government. There It 
was, with 4600 inhabitants and with abso- 
flutely no government except by the county 
boards, and with no police protection ex- 
cépt that furnished by a resident constable 


and the sheriff at Clayton, several miles 
away. The town had four saloons, all op- 
erated under licenses granted by the coun- 
ty, and it was the element which supported 
these that fought incorporation so long. 

The result of this unsatisfactory condil- 
tion of affairs was that Webster Groves 
became an unsafe place in which to live. 
More than one flagrant murder was com- 
mitted. Disreputable characters. especially 
men who had been in the penitentiary, be- 
came common in the community, and many 
citizens were afraid to send their children 
to school. This feeling was intensified, 
something more than five years ago, when 
@ negro broke into the osphan asylum. 
Shortiy after that, in January, 1996. came 
the cold-blooded murder of. Bertram Atwa- 
ter, @ Chicago artist, who had arrived in 
the town only a few minutes before for a 
Visit to his prospective bride. For this mur- 
@er two men were hung and one was sent 
to the penitentiary. Public feeling was 
sroused to the highest pitch and an attempt 
Was made on the day of the inquest to 
lynch the two men who were afterward 
hung. as they were being taken from Web- 
ster Groves to the Clayton jal). 

On the night of that murder &% ex-convicts 
and other bad characters were counted in 
one saloon in Webster Groves. The late 
Chief Marrigan told me that this record 
could not be surpassed by the worst saloon 
in Bt. Loule—and there we were, 4500 people, 


os absolutely no protection. 
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Out of such conditions as these the city 
government of Webster Groves was borp. 

On the night following the Atwater mur- 
der I called a meeting of citizens at my 
house and about forty responded. At that 
meeting steps were taken to obtain imme- 
diate incorporation. We set about the mat- 
ter in earnest and in April, 1896, papers of 
incorporation were granted by the County 
Court and Webster Groves became a city. 

I was appointed mayor and served one 
year. In 1897 I was elected for a term of 
two years and in 1899 was re-elected. Hav- 
ing been formally petitioned by citizens to 
stand for re-election I have announced my- 
self as a candidate. The election will be 
held April 2. 

Not only did voters petition me, I am 
pleased to say, but a number of ladies who 
are enthusiastic in city affairs secured a 
petition blank, scratched out the word 
“voters” and substituted ‘‘We, the follow- 
ing ladies of Webster Groves,’ etc., and 
circulated it for signatures. Seventy-three 
rames were attached. 

The mayor and board of aldermen of our 
town serve without compensation of any 
kind, except the satisfaction of a duty well 
done. All of them are business men of St. 
Louis. After completing their affairs in the 
city they ride out home, rest for an hour 
or two and then devote themselves to the 
interests of Webster Groves. Of late we 
have been. meeting twice a week, on ac- 
count of a water contract we have on hand.

A few 
years ago we had nothing but dirt streets 
and rickety board sidewalks, notwithstand- 
ing our population of 400. Now people can 
walk or drive through the town without 
solling their clothes or seeing their horses 
mire in the mud. The business section is 
substantial, if not Imposing.

The authenticity of the incidents 
that suggested Whittier’ dramatic ballad 
can no longer be disputed. 

Whether Barbara was a myth and the 
story the airy fabric of a poet's fancy—the 
point over which discussion has raged so 
hotly for several years—need no longer con- 
cern the historical dry-as-dusts. 

Barbara lived, waved the flag and defied 
the Confederate army precisely as the 
Quaker poet sald she did, and the slurs 
which an ungrateful generation has cast 
upon the good old lady's memory are here- 
with refuted for all time. 

It was Mre. E. PD. N. Southworth, the 
novelist, who, as most*people know, sug- 
gested the poem to Whittier. 

But as Mrs. Southworth has been dead 


two years, the person now best Informed 
as to the facte of thé famous story ts the 
novelist'’s daughter, Mrs. James V. Law- 
rence of 18 Buena Vista avenue, Yonkers. 
For the purpose of settling the Barbara 
Frietchie conttoversy I caliel upon Mrs. 
Lawrence, who said: 
“Not long before mother’s death in June, 
1899, I attended the closing exercises of one 
of our Yonkers public schools, and after 
hearing “‘Barbara Freitchie’’ beautifully re- 
cited, was made indignant by the princi- 
;pal’s public statement. then and there made 
that ‘Noble’ as the poem is, no doubt the 
story on which it was based is a myth.’ 


“ "Not so!’ I exclaimed, arfd wrote to my 
mother in Washington, who at once sent 
mo a. full statement of the facts and the 
original letter in which Mr. Whittier 
thanked her for the information which she 
had given him, and upon which he had 
written his poem. These I atill have and I 
should be glad to have them given pub- 
licity.”’ , 


Mre. Lawrence at once got them and 
kindly gave them .to me, saying further: 
“You must know that prior to Mr. Whit- 
tier’s death’ in 1892 no one really disputed 
the truth of the incident, and 2% yeare prior 
to that mother visited the poet's home in 
company with the gentleman who first re- 
lated the incident to her, and my brother 
Richmond, who first suggested to mother 
that she send the story to Mr. Whittier; 
and there the whole matter was talked over 

it was agreed that in rounding out the 
narrative details in every essential partic- 
ular Mr. Whittier had been true to the 
facts. 

“The poet was meekness itself, and while 
he cared little for the literary sensation the 
poem had created, was truly anxious that 


no claim—and he allowed none—of the 
falsity of the incident should destroy the 
real worth of the poem, which he thought 
rested in and on its truth.’ 


MBS. E. D. N. SOUTHWORTH'’S 
STATEMENT. 


‘In September,. 1863, a neighbor of mine, 
Mr. Cornelius Rainsburg, relatéd to my 8on 
Richmond and myself the story of Stone- 
wall Jackson's raid through Maryland the 
previous year and his passage through 
Frederick, telling us how old Barbara 
Frietchie, who was related to Mr. Rains- 
burg, hung out from her window the stars 
and stripes, and how they were shot down. 

“Barbara Frietchfie was then a very old 
woman, perhaps 90 years of age. The town 
was half Rebel and half Union in senti- 
ment. Barbara was a stanch Unionist, and, 
although most of her relatives were south- 
ern sympathizers, it has been said, and. al- 
though most of the Unionists hid their flags 
when they heard of Stonewall Jackson's ap- 
proach, the brave old lady natied a small 
American flag to a staff and placed it at her 
window. 

“Jackson came riding in at the head of 
his men, andyseeing the flag, ordered them 
to shoot it down. They did so and the flag 
fell. It was then that Barbara caught the 
flag up and leaning far out of her window 
waved it high above Jackson's head, crying 
out to him: ‘Shoot me if you dare, but spare 
the flag!’ 

“Jackson halted, looked up at the brave 
old lady an»), to the everlasting glory of the 
man and soldier, ordered his men to 
march on. 

“That was about the way the incident 
was related to me by Mr. Rainsbure, and 
he thought I might weave it.into a chapter 
of one of my own stories, but upon my son 
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remarking, ‘What a grand subject for a 
poem by Whittier, mother,’ I at once sat 
down and wrote to Mr. Whittier, telling 
him the story and acquainting him with 
my son's suggestion. I very soon received 
a reply from Mr. Whittier, which I enclose:

‘I heartily thank thee for thy very kind 
letter and its inclosed ‘“‘message."’

I thank thee none the less,- how- 
ever, for asking me. I shall go there in im- 
agination if I cannot otherwise.

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MODERN. SLAVERY IN SOUTH CAROLINA: 


CONDITION tantamount to human 
A slavery exists in Anderson County, 
South Carolina, according to repre- 
sentations made to Judge Benet of Ander- 
son. Judge Benet turned the matter over 
to the grandjury and that body is now in- 
vestigating the alleged abuses growing out 
of the convict lease system which obtains 
in that state. 

Startling stories have been sent out from 
that section, all going to show that the sys- 
tem now prevailing is as bad as slavery 
ever was at its worst before the civil war. 
One negro who had been impressed into a 
convict stockade was killed by the owner 
of the plantation while attempting to es- 
cape, and his slayer, A. P. Newell, was ac- 
guitted by a jury on what is said to have 
been filmsy grounds of self-defense. This 
negro, William Hull, acccording to Judge 
Benet, was not a convict, 

On the night of March 8 Preston B. Al- 
len, an Anderson County planter, who had 
been presented by the grandjury as having 
been connected with the convict labor 
scandal, dropped dead when he heard the 
news. 

Gertain it4s that many of the negroes of 
that county have made themselves mere 
chattels by virtue of the contract with em- 
ployers which they signed and under which 
they worked. 

By this contract the laborer, who prac- 
tically becomes a slave, 
employer or his agents “Shall have the 
right to use such force as may be neces- 
sary to compel me to remain on his farm 
and to perform good and satisfactory ser- 
vices."" Also: 

“He shall have the right to lock,me up 
for safe-keeping * * * and if I should 
leave his farm or run away he shall] have 
the right to offer and pay a reward of not 
exceeding $25 for my capture and return, 
together with expenses of the same, which 
amount so advanced, together with any 
other indebtedness I may owe him at the 
expiration of the above time, I agree to 
work out * * * under this contract.’ 

In his instructions to the grandjury 
Judge Benet said: 


No free man in this commonwealth nor 
| @py other free country can be permitted, 
' @ven if he desires to do so, to barter away 
' heise Iiberty and make himeelf a mere chattel; 

and that is what this contract attempts to 


This Btipulation attempts to provide for 
the sale and transfer of the laborer. The 
practical result of this eacalied contract 
when carried into effect is to reduce the 
laborer to a condition worse than slavery 
and to subject him to treatment worthy 
only of a Siberian prison.

From the state stockade relatives of the 
managers built private prisons on the big 
farms and a ransOm was paid for every 
negro seized and sent in. It was the sys- 
tem of “‘shanghaing”’ transferred from the 
sea to the farm. 

Recent developments have given an inside 
view into the operation of the prisons, and 
the discovery of the private stockades has 
shown a more terrible condition than was 
at first imagined. 

True, an attempt has been made to mod- 
erate public opinion by freeing many of the 
slaves illegally held in bondage. The sem- 
blance if not the spirit of reform is likely 
to prevail for a short time at least. 

Thoroughly frightened at the exposures 
which have been made, tiie secret agents of 
the planters have stolen by night to the 
unhealthy dens where the poor black 
wretches were kept chained,’ torn from 
them their shackles and their striped cloth- 
ing and allowed them to go free. 

This under the most rigid of conditions, 
however. Not one of the freed slaves will 
dare to testify against the man who out- 
rageously ill-used him. 

The death of William Hull, @ poor negro, 
who had been seized on a trumped-up 
charge and illegally’ committed to the 
stockade, led to the investigation. Hull 
protested against his inéarceration, asked 
for a fair trial and got a blow from a club. 

Then the negro planned to escape, and at 
night, with the chains still binding his legs, 
he stole forth. 

But the guards had orders to watch him. 
As. Hull was going away a bullet from 4 
rifle bored its way into his brain and he 


fell dead. 


A. P. Newell, who fired the shot, was ar- 
rested and,sent to court. Other guards 
went to his rescue, a story of self-defense 
was put up and in five minutes the jury 
said the man was not guilty. But in the 
death of Hull the story came out. 

A rasping charge from Judge Benet fol- 
lowed and the grandjury, armed with full 
power to summon leaders and seize papers, 
went to work to investigate the outrages 
alleged. 

The most appalling of the abuses is that 


women were seized and made to work. 
These were whipped with cat-o’-nine-tails 
because they failed to scrub and work 
when common humanity showed that they 
should have been in hospitals. 

When sport got dull on the stockade plan- 
tations the bloodhounds were called forth 
and the speediest negroes were unshackled. 
Sunday was a big day for sporting blood to 
boil, and this thirst could only be satisfied 
with a vicious man-hunt. The negroes were

O LOOK up from the tea table and see 
T a relative who has been dead for 
years walking placidly about in an 
adjoining room is an experience which does 
not fall to the lot of most people. 

Thies ie especially true when the observer 
has no belief in ghosts, and no first-hand 
knowledge of the dead relative. Mrs. Gefrit 
Smith, a well-known New York singer, has 
had such an experience. 

Mrs. Smith hag never been interested in 
the subject of spiritualism in one way or 
another. She has no theories to advance. 

The incident took place at the old Gerrit 
Smith mansion in Peterboro, the homestead 
of the Gerrit Smith family for many gener- 
ations. In some reapects it is the most re- 
markable and certainly one of the best 
authenticated Instances of the supernatural 
on record. For this reason Mrs. Smith was 
induced to give the facts to the Harvard 
branch of the Bociety of Psychical Re- 
rearch. 

Mrs. Smith corroborated the clrcumstan- 
ces as they appear here. 


Mra. Smith ts the wife of Dr. Gerrit Smith, 
the composer, organist of the South Church, 
at the corner of Thirty-eighth street and 
Madison avenue, New York, and for a ‘long 
time president of the Manuscript Club. She 
is & well-polseed woman, known among her 
friends as a charming hostess and’delight ful 
talker. The South studio is the center of a 
musical coterie. Ghosts are touched upon 
only in the most frivolous way in this cir- 
cle—or they were until Mra. Smith came 
face to face with one at her summer home 
in western New York. 


The Bmith homestead at Peterboro. near 
Cazenovia, is one of the old-fashioned 
houses on one of the oldest family es- 
tates In the country. Peterboro is a town 
of @°0 inhabitants, and the Smith house is 
the show place of the neighborhood. Those

forties and fifties, the resident of the 
Smith mansion was Gerrit Smith, a 
wealthy man and an abolitionist of na- 
tional reputation.,Around the house there 
were large, well-kept gardens, and these 
were tunneled extensively to serve the pur- 
pose of the famous “underground rail- 
way” for the escape of fugitive slaves. 

The Mrs. Gerrit Smith of that day was 
in full accord with her husband. She was, 
moreover, greatly interested in spiritual- 
ism, which, at that time, was creating a 
furor in the land, mainly through the work 
of the Fox sisters. 

Mrs. Smith had, the Fox sisters often at 
the house, where they gave spirit manifes- 
tations of all sorts. There were “spirit 
rappings’’ and many callings forth of the 
sheeted dead. 

Stories of the abolition days and the do- 
ings of the Fox s'sters are remembered now 
by the very old pedple of Peterboro end 
Cazenovia, but Mrs. Gerrit Smith of New 
York knew of them only by hearsay. 

She and her husband, Dr. Smith, went up 
to the old homestead for a visit. The 
place is now owned by Mrs. Gerrit Smith, 
aunt of Dr. Gerrit Smith, and by Mrs. 
Green Smith, her daughter. 

One afternoon in August the family were 
about the teatable. It was 6 o'clock In the 
afternoon, the fashion at Peterboro being to 
dine at noon and to have supper in the 
evening. 

The house ts one of the quaint, restful 
and roomy mansions known to the past 
and now often imitated in the dwellings of 
the newly rich. There isa wide hall run- 
ning through the middie. On one side of 
this are the library and dinirg room, on 
the other is an immens¢ drawing room as 
large as a ballroom. Off the drawing room 
is a conservatory facing the west. 

On the afternoon in question the 
streamed through the conservatory window 
and lighted up every nook and corner of 
the drawing room.

Librarian Crunden Wants 15 Buildings to Cost $33,000 Each 
and Supt. Soldan Suggests Sites in Population Centers. 
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IVE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOI- 
LARS of the $1,000,000 which Andrew 
Carnegie will give the people of St. 

Louls for public libraries will be devoted to 

the construction of branch library bulldings 

in different parts of the city. 

The branch library is a creation of recent 
years. Mr. Carnegie would build enough of 
them in 8t. Louis to give eevry resident of 
the city a brary but a few blocks from 
home. How many branch libraries will be 
necessary to carry out his plan in B8t. Louls, 
apd where should they be placed? 

Mr. Carnegie will only bulld the bulldings. 
The sites for the central and branch li- 
braries must be provided by the people of 
St. Louis, and they must furnish the books 
and vote money for maintenance. 

Frederick N. Crunden, librarian of the St. 
Louis Public Library, thinks there should 
not be less than fifteen of these branch 
libraries; that none of them should be with- 
in a mile of the central libraky, which Mr. 
Carnegie will build down in the city; that 
each branch library should be in itself a 
well-equipped library of not less than 2,000 
volumes, and that they should be located 
with such eare that no part of the city 
Will be remote from a public library. 

Charlies Wigkins, a member of the St. 
Louis City Council, introduced last Tuesday 
an ordinance which proposes that the 
branch libraries be located upon city parks 
and waterworks properties. The ordinance 
names 12 sites, being the waterworks prop- 
erty at Grand and Lafayette avenues, For- 
est Park, O'Fallon Park, Hyde Park, St. 
Louis place, Carr square, Gamble Park, La- 
fayette Park, Benton Park, Tower Grove 
Park, Laclede Park and Carondelet Park.

I have every assurance that we are even 
now prepared to meet the first condition of 
Mr. Carnegie’s gift—that the public librar- 
les of St. Louis shall all be without encum- 
brance of any kind. The St. Louis Public 
Library is tn debt to the extent of $300,000. 
A number of wealthy citizens have ex- 
pressed their willingness to make up this 
sum and free the institution from debt. 

I feel sure the people of St. Louis will 
accept Mr. Carnegie’s great gift upon the 
conditions he has named. He asks very lit- 
tle. He believes the public library to be a 
source of great benefit to the people, rank- 
ing close with the public school, and when 
he provides one of the world’s greatest pub- 
lic Iibrary systems for St. Louis, condl- 
tional only that the people shall provide 
sites and money for maintenance, he ex- 
tends to us what is in his judgment the 
best opportunity for helping ourselves. I am 
sure few of us can but agree with him in 
this, for the public Hprary is a great edu- 
cator and a source of incalculable good, Its 
growth in every ambitious community Is 
commensurate with the growth of the com- 
munity itself in intelligence and the best 
fruits of civilization. 

Mr. Carnegie has given Pittsburg one of 
the finest libraries. When he first offered 
Pittsburg a library gift conditiona] that the 
city provide a site and a maintenance fund, 
Pittsburg refused to accept it. The people 
of Pittsburg subsequently realized their 
mistake, and they are now proud in the 
possession of the great Carnegie Library, 
with that doorway arch inscription so elo- 
quent of Mr. Carnegie’s intent—‘Free to 
the People.’’ 

I believe St. Louis will not only meet the 
requirements of Mr. Carnegie’s conditional 
gift, but that wealthy people of St. Louis 
will supplement his work until branch lIi- 
braries shall be as thick in the city as 
schoolhouses and as much beloved by the 
people. 

I would say the branch libraries ought to 
be located near the public schools. In lo- 
cating the schools the Board of Education 
has sought the centers of population. If we 
were to have 75 branch libraries | would 
say put them alongside the 7% public 
schools. And as we are to have but 15 
branches or thereabouts I do not believe 
we could make a mistake by placing them 
where each shall be central to the nearest 
public school. 


THE CENTERS OF POPULATION. 


F 15 branch Ubraries are to be built in 
| St. Louis, each to be more than a mile 
distant from the central Ubrary build- 
ing, and all to be close to the greatest num- 
ber of people possible, and still leave no 
neighborhood remote, where should the 
sites for the branch libraries be? Going be- 
yond the mile limit upon every side of the 
central library, where are the 15 centers of 
population in St. Louis? 

Jerome 8. Higgins, who took the census 
of St. Louis last year, tells the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch that the center line of the 
city’s population, north and south, is at 
Washington avenue and that the east and 
west center line has not been determined. 

Mr. Crunden thinks the men who have lo- 
cated and are atill locating public schools 
in St. Louls have determined the centers of 
population with a thoroughness ‘ which 
would justify the directors of the brary, 
if there were 70 branch LUbraries to locate, 
to place them alongside the schools. Up to 
this time the books circulated from the 
public library through substations have 
been sent to the public schools and 8%) drug 
Stores in the city, but this system has not 
been conducted with that thorough investi- 
gation Into centers of population which 
must precede the location of the Carnegie 
branches. 

F. Louls Soldan, superintendent of the 
public schools of St. Louls, consented to 
determine for the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
the 15 centers of population In 8t. Louis 
beyond the mile limit line around the pro- 
posed central library. Mr. Soldan has a 
map showing where the children of St. 
Louis live. The number of children is itndi- 
cated upon every block. Mr. Boldan consid- 
ers that this map shows the true centers 
of population, as they will desired by 
the people who locate the bragch libraries.

ST, LOUIS AND THE LIBRARIES 


HEN Mr. Carnegie asks the people 
W of St. Louis to provide sites for the 
central and branch libraries he 
will build, to stock the buildings with books 
and provide an annual maintenance fund of 
not less than $150,000, he does not ask St. 
Louis to do more than many other cities 
are doing and not as much as some of the 
American cities have volunteered to do 
without any such incentive as that af- 
forded in St. Louis by the generosity of Mr. 
Carnegie. 

St. Louls is now providing $70,000 a year 
for its public library. 

New York will provide sites for 6 branch 
libraries and an annual maintenance fund 
of $500,000 in accepting an offer of $5,200,000 
from Mr. Carnegie for branch libraries. 

Boston, with a population less than that 
of St. Louis, is providing $281,000 a year for 
free public INbraries. 

Chicago is giving $232,000 a year. 

Philadelphia's free libraries cost the city 
$175,000 a year, and the system is the largest 
and finest in the world. This is because of 
the introduction of the branch library 
tem there. 

Philadelphia has more branch libraries 
than any other city in this country or Eu- 
rope, and the number of books circulating

among the people of the city is enormous. 
In 1899 it was 1,778,397, and in 1900 it ex- 
ceeded 2,000,000. 

Less than one million books circulated 
from the St. Louis Public Library in 1900. 

Cleveland, O., with a population of 200,000 
less than St. Louis, provides annually $3000 
more than St. Louis for the maintenance of 
its public libraries. The pDranch library sys- 
tem has been in operation at Cleveland sev- 
eral years. 

Pittsburg, Pa., votes $65,000 for libraries, 
and this will be increased, now that Mr. 
Carnegie has made another generous gift 
to the public library system of his favorite 
city. 

Hartford, Conn., with a population less 
than one-tenth of that of St. Louis, appro- 
priates $105,000 a year for public libraries, 
$35,000 more than the public library main- 
tenance fund of St. Louis. 

Detroit, Mich., voted $45,348.24 In 1899 for 
the maintenance of its public Ibraries. 

Even Syracuse, N. Y., gives $25,000 a year 
to its library. 

Buffalo, N. Y., gives $140,000 a year for 
public libraries, and this is to be increased 
this year. 

As a matter of fact, St. Louis tis far be- 
hind in library matters. There are 145,000 
volumes in the St. Louis Public Library. 
This is one of the largest libraries in the 
United States, but it is nothing for the 
fourth largest city in the United States. 


There are larger libraries_at New York*~~Apranam 


Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, Buffalo and 
Detroit, and Pittsburg and Cleveland are 
not far behind. Dayton, O., with a popula- 
tion one-twelfth that of St. Louis, has al- 
most half as big a public library and an- 
nually provides a fifth as much as St. Louis 
does for the maintenance of public libraries. 
if the people of St. Louis are to have the 
million dollars offered by Mr. Carnegie and 
the public libraries this money will build in 
their city they must do these things: 


They must vote to the public libraries of 
St. Louis 2 cents of every dollar collected 
for city purposes. At present 1 cent of ey- 
ery dollar goes to the public library. To 
give twice as much does not mean addi- 
tional taxation, for the city has reached its 
limit and cannot Increase taxes. It simply 
means giving more .to public libraries and 
less to something less beneficial to the peo- 
ple. 

They must provide sites for a central li- 
brary building and about 15 branch Ibrary 
buildings. 

They must give the St. Louis Public Li- 
brary $300,000 to relieve it from debt. 

They must assist the Public Library 
Board in the work of stocking the branch 
libraries with books. The board will be able 
to do this partially. It can only be fully 
done by private subscription.

Dv not forget that this last jugre- 
dient is a powerful poison and should be kept out 
of the reach of children and ignorant persons. 


To Walk Gracefully. 


JEANETTE.—To walk gracefully you 
must know how to maintain a correct bal- 
ance. The shoulders should be thrown back, 
the spine straightened, and the back just 
below the waist line curved inward. 

The legs should swing easily and freely 
from the hip joints, and the weight of the 
body should be thrown upon the ball of the 
foot, not upon the heels.

GERMAN 


FRENCHMAN. 


By EDOUARD LOCKROY, For- 
mer Minister of Marine of France. 


HE development of the German mer- 

chant marine has been spontaneous 

and formidable. A few years back 

that marine scarcely existed. Today it is 

the second in Europe. It even rivals the 
English marine. 

Two revolutions have produced this re- 
sult: One an industrial revolution, the sub- 
stitution of iron for wood in shipbuilding; 
the other a political revolution, the revival 
of the German Empire. It is chiefly since 
1870 that its development has been extraor- 
dinary. Its present prosperity fills with ad- 
miration and wonder the Germans them- 
selves. 

Some figures will convey an idea of this 
surprising development. In 1870 Germany 
possessed only seven private shipyards. 
Bhe had 15 in 1880, 25 in 1890. T day she pos- 
sesses 39. In 1870 the seven ya:ds employed 
2300 workmen. The 39 of 1901 require 37,850

In connection with these great yards one 
fis struck by the size of the buildings, by 
the width of the avenues, the extent of the 
storehouses, and, perhaps, most of all, by 
the order that everywhere prevails, the 
simple and plain arrangement of the build- 
ings, the spotless cleanliness of the in- 
deriors and the nearly elegant and always 
grand appearance of the whole. 

The size of the floating docks moored 
along the banks, the power ain number of 
the cranes, the multitude of drawbridges 
and machinery of all shapes and kinds, the 
coming and going of convoys moving amid 
the heaped-up goods, the majesty of these 
gigantic workshops, where electricity has 
replaced steam as a motive force, the ex. 
tent of wharfage along which fronclads run 
shoulders with transatlantic ffners, al) 
these things please the eye and strike the 
imagination. And what is also a cause for 
surprise amid all this remarkable activity 
is the calmness and absolute silence of the 
working population. 

Of late years Hamburg has become a 
more important port than Liverpool, both 
as regards tonnage and number of ships 
entering.

N the face of countless perils,

When the fastest professional ruiner, by 
rigid training, cannot manage to cover @ 
single mile in less than three and a half 
minutes, is may excite some interest to know 
how an untrained runner can cover the 
space in 1 16-25 minutes and keep up the 
pace for eight and a half miles.

the ways at Grafton. Six of them, worth 
more than $600,000, have been bulit there 
in the last five years, and this year the 
Grafton workmen will begin the construc- 
tion of a much larger boat than they have 
ever built. 

The Grafton boats are big dredges. They 
are bullt for Uncle Sam. They coat trom 
$100,000 to $125,000 each, and the construc- 
tion of each engages a crew of from 75 to 
100 workmen all year. The big dredge to 
be begun this year is for use in the Gulf 
of Mexico. and Grafton will be two years 
building it. 

A’ real “advance agent of prosperity” vis- 
ited the little river city five years ago. He 
pought out the principal men of Grafton 
and told them he wanted to come to 
Grafton and build boats. Could he have 
room down on the water front? 


The men of Grafton wanted to know 
what sort of boats, They did not quite un-

It was the thing in dredging, and 
the Bucyrus Co. of Bouth Milwaukee, Wis, 
and the Springfield Boiler and Manufactur- 
ing Co. of Springfield, LI., which had the 


contract for the first boat, secured contracts 


to build others. They continued their work- 
men down at Grafton, and they are sti'l 
there. They have built three big dredges 
and one small one, are compléting two 
others now, and will then go to work on 
the biggest boat of them all, a great sea- 
going dredge which is to cost $300,000, They 
have made Grafton a place of consequence. 
They have made it one of the busiest littie 
industrial cities in all the wide world. 

The shipyard at Grafton is one of the 
noislest of piaces. Boiler making is muf- 
fled oars and piano notes in comparison 
with it. The hulls of the Grafton dredges 
are all of steel, and the nolfse of the rivet- 
ing when the big plates are going to- 
gether would make a rattle of Olympus’ 
thunder sound like a wet firecracker. Bu 
it is music for Graffon: It means nwre 
people and better times. 

The mechanics who work in the Grafton 
shipyard are almost all from Springfield, 
lil. They were sent to the river town by 
the Springfield Boller and ‘Manufacturing 
Co, The most of them have begn in Grafton 
so long that they have eome to feel very 
much at home in the pretty little town.

I have heard that the boat to be 
built is to cost $300,000. If this Is true it 


will mean a great deal for Grafton. 

It would be impossible to say just how 
long the boat-bullding tncur‘try up there 
is to continue. The Mississlp,. River Com- 
mission has no contracts with the Spring- 
field company beyond the two boats to be 
completed this spring, but othgs of the 
dredges will be built from time to time, 
and the company which makes Grafton {ts 
bullding site may capture any or all of 
these to be used on the Mississippi river. 

The first boat we bullt there cost us $100, - 
000. The boats to be launched there this 
spring have cost $125,000 each. The ca- 
pacity of thelr pumps is 1,000,000 gallons of 
water an hour.
